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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has not submitted new claim 
amendments. Claims 1-27 are pending. It must be a typographical error on pages 14 and 18 of the remarks that states: "All of 
independent claims 1-35 are..." and "allowace of claims 1-35..." Applicant asserts that Brown et al. do not teach treating non-Albicans 
species in vulvovaginal candidiasis. The Examiner cannot agree. Simply because Brown et al. did not test for other species of Candida 
does not mean that they were not present and the art teaches that about 20 % of the infections can be caused by C. glabrata. Applicant 
admits on the record that "The role of cidal activity of antifungal agents in determining the outcome of fungal vaginitis, especially when 
caused by species other than C. albicans, is unknown. (Remarks page 8 filed on 8/9/07). This statement causes the Examiner concern 
because the instant specification is bereft of examples of treating any of the claimed species, in vivo or in vitro, and would appear to 
indicate an enablement problem. Applicant asserts that the Examiner has used hindsight reasoning and has misconstrued the scope and 
content of the prior art. The Examiner cannot agree. The art teaches that butoconazole nitrate is effective at inhibiting the growth of non- 
albicans species of Candida as explained in the Office Action. Applicant has not supplied any data or examples of any unexpected results 
and merely argues. One of ordinary skill in the art would expect butoconazole nitrate to treat vaginal infections caused by non-albicans 
species, in the absence of evidence to the contrary. Claims 1-27 remain rejected. 
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
